During last week a reporter of Taz Tumor 
was engaged in visiting the leading business 
firms in various branches of trade in this city, 
wholesale and retail, in order to learn whether 
the influence of the panic of September had yet 
passed away, and, if not, to see whether it was 
expected that it would soon do so. The results 
of his investigation, which are given below, are 
of a most satisfactory and encouraging nature, 
and show that the trade of Chicago has rallied 
from the momentary blow which it then re- 
ceived, end is in a more prosperous and sounder 
condition than éver before. 

THE WHOLESALE GROCERY TRADE. 

Probably a more reliable and intelligent 
authority on the subject of the wholesale gro- 
cory trade could not be selected Mr. 
Franklin MacVeagh, the head of the firm of 
Franklin MacVeagh & Co., and the subjoined 
interview will be read with more than usual in- 
tereet , 

Reporter—Tux Trrsunz, wishing to lay before 
its readers some facts as to the general state of 
business, would like your views on the subject. 
For a beginning, is the panic over, so far as af- 
fects your trade? 

Mr. MacVeagh—Yes—if, indeed, there could be 
said to have been any panic so far as our tradeis 
concerned. 0 

R. — Then your business compares favorably 
with the same month last year, and with the 
year 1872 throughout? pt 

Mr. MacV.—Our trade is and has been much 
better than ever before, and our books shew 3 
handsome increase. 

R.—Is that the case with the wholesale gro- 
cery trade of Chicago throughout? 

Mr. MacV.—I believe they have all prospered 
exceedingly, though I speak only for our own 
house. Take the fact that the prices in several 
staple articles have ranged from 25 to 30 per 
cent lower, together with the fact that the 
amount of our business, in dollars, is fully as 
great as last year, and you can see that our 
trade hae greatly increased. Our Deeember trade 
this year was much better than last, 

R. Do you imagine that other Western cities, 
—Oincinnati and St. Louis, for example,—caa 
show as healthy a state of things since the 
panic ? 

Mr. MacY.—It ia well known that they can- 
not. Chicago fairly carried off the honors in the 
panic. The East was greatly astmished and 
impressed by the pluck, nerve, and soundpess 
ehewn by Chicago merchants. Indeed, I do 
not know what some of the New York houses. 
would have done for money for a few weeks if. 
it had not been for Chicago. This has. deen a;

There is no 
evidénce yet to show that the Secretary of State 
corresponded with the Spanish Minister on 
horseback, nor that the Secretary of the Navy 
contemplates going to the Dry Tortugas ina 
buggy to look after his horse-marines; but it is 
not out of the limits of possibility that both of 
them have caught the horse-disease, 

It ig fast growing to be an important question 
when and where this procession of drays, ex- 
press wagons, buggies, landsulete, phaetonr, 
coupes, horses, mares, colts, ponies, silver and 
gold mounted harness, and biack-walnut sta- 
bles is going to end, Although the horse is by 
nature a beast of burden, the burden is growing 
to be an onerous one upon the people, who have 
to pay for it, and who have no voice in the se- 
lection of the animals or the expenses of their 
keeping. In addition to this, there is a painful 
prospect that the horse is going to have a de- 
moralizing influence ia Washington. A- 
thomgh the session of the House has hardly 
commenced, there has already been s great 
deal ot stable-talk in the debates, and many of 
the members have comported themselves like 
horse-jockeys. 

It is about time that this horse-business 
stopped. If it keeps on much longer, the serub- 
women will ride te their daily labors in side- 
saddles. As a saving must be effected in some 
direction, why not commence with the horses, 
and limit the equestrian advantages to the 
heads of Departments, until President Grant 
goes out of office, and his pernicious horse- 
example ceases?

SALVINI, THE ACTOR. 

The Italian people, though degenerate in 
wealth, Industry, aud social standing, as com- 
pared with their old-time position, are still pre- 
eminent in art.

on their traditions. Their grand old palaces are 
metamorphosed into lodging-houses and second- 
floor tratioria ; their most sacred places have been 
imyaded for profane uses; their peasants are 
still steeped in an igvoorance that must bs 
the dregs of the middle ages; their cities, with 
oue or two exceptions, are dirty and uneomfort- 
able ; their hotels are execrable ; their theatres 
and opers-houses like great barns; and all the 
appurtenances of living, ae we understand it, 
far behind the spirit of the times. But in Italy, 
more than anywhere else, life is short and art is 
long. The memories of their great painters, 
sculptors, architects, poets, dramatiate, and 
actors seem to have imbued the people 
with a genius for art which survives all 
else. There is s certain indefinable and 
mysterious appreciation of excelience, not at all 
discoverabie from the exterior appearance and 
habits of the Italian people of to-day, which de- 
velops and cultivates the fine arts,—painting, 
sculpture, music, and the drama. 

Tommaso Seivini ie one of three great con-

INTERNATIONAL LAW FROM THE VIRGINIUS 
POINT OF VIEW. 


The variety of opinions expressed on the 
legality of the capture of the Virgivius by the 
Spanish steamer Tornado; on the shooting of 
her Captain and several of her crew; the uncer- 
tain and wavering attitude, in the matter. of the 
Spanish Goverament towards our own, and of 
ours towards it, —Doth apparently willing to do 
justice to the other, but neither quite certain 
what justice demanded; the Cabinets at Wash- 
ington and Madrid sfunowledging their respect- 
ive countries to be bound by the law of nations, 
and protesting their readiness to settle the con- 
troversy between them in accordance with 
its. principles, provisions, and precedente; 
yet seemingly ignorant what principles, 
provisions, or precedents applied to the case m 
point suggest the question: Is not what is called 
International law a thing of air, intangible and 
unsubstantial 7? Profound lawyers have given 
opinions in the matter of the Virginius so oppo- 
site as to be mutually destructive. Attorvey- 
General Williams emitted One, the first half 


“of which overruled the other. Our own Govern- 


ment insisted that the Vuginius shouid be turn- 
ed over to us, aud then inquired whether it had 
a right to make the demand, Spain surrendered 
it, and then decided that it should not have 
done #0. Both nations, like impulsive 
children, acted first and thought after- 
ward. Alas for the dignity of nations and 
the uncertainty of International law! Tuat both 
cyuntries might have maintained their national 
dignity a degree or two better, and that the law 
of nations might be more certain, is the worst, 
however, that can be said, for the history of the 
Virginins case is not without its bright side, II 
demonstrated in the first place that both nations 
were willing to abide by the law inier genie, if it 
could only be ascertained what that law was. It 
demonstrated. too, that, if war had followed, it 
would have been caused bv the 
UNCERTAINTY OF THE LAW ; 
that if there were a written code of International 


law, a resort to its pages might prevent a resort 


to arms. The disposition manifested by two 
nations to settle their disputes by prin 
ciples of right, recognized as such by the 
civilized world, because they are so recognized, 
is ove of the most cheering political phenomena 
of the present time, and does much to satisfy us 
that, on the whole, the world is growing more 
humane, and reason extending the bounds of 
her empire. In view of so much gained for the 
world at large, we feel pretty sure tha., spite of 
defalcations, strikes, salary-grabbing, and Com- 
muuistic threats, the good in the balance of to- 
day outweighs the evil.
